THE  MAINE. 

We  pieked  vp  a  paper  the  other 

day  illnstratinj;  the  embarkation  of 
the  American  troops  from  Cuba  and 
in  the  fore^ound  was  an  ontUne  of 
the  ill-fa  tod  Maine.  We  saw  the 
other  day  two  postcards  which  are 
sold  in  the  stores  of  Havana,  are 
bought  by  tourists  and  mailed  to  the 
four  quarters  of  the  globe. 

KTo  more  stinging  comment  was 
ever  written  to  charactcri/c  a  sore 
spot  than  is  contained  in  two  lines, 
written  by  an  Ameiiean  amy  officer 
in  Cuba,  in  explanation  of  those  two 
picture  postal  cards. 

One  showing  the  iH-^ted  Maine 
entezm;  Havana  harbor,  bears  the 
insfi^tidn:  "This  Ship  Once  Belon;?- 
ed  to  tke  ITnited  States." 

The  other  illustrating  a  mass  of 
gnarled  wreckage,  carries  another 
message:  "This  Wreck  is  the  Prop- 
erty  of  tlie  Republic  of  Cuba.** 
^  The  late  Conjg^^^ which  appropri- 
ated millions  on  n^^s  for  battle- 
ships a^d  seacoast  defenses,  found 
no  time  to  set  aside  a  modest  sum 
of  money  for  the  recoveiy  and  hon- 
orable interment  o£Ithe  bodies  of  the 
crew  of  the  Maine  still  imprisoned 
in  the  wreck  in  Havana  harbor. 
""  The  memories  of  the  Spanish  war 
are  still  fresli  rn  our  minds.  All  re- 
call the  thrill  of  honor  that  follow- 
ed the  story  of  the  wreck  of  the 
Maine. 

We  ourselves  were  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  during  the  Spanish  war.  Wc 
re.'all  the  fierce  exaltation  of  our 
people  when  they  assembled  by  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  to  see  the  first 
Califoniiu  Volunteers  Ic  ixr  (in  their 
&ea  voyage  of  thousands  of  miles  to 
tiie/distufatfr  PhiMppine.  TOs  tears  came 
to  our  ieyes  as  we  saw  the  trpops  of 
Kentucky  v  and  of  Tennessee  march 
through  the  streets  of  San  Francisco 
a|M^  remembered  that  they  were 
^^'■ifff  leans  air  going  forth  to  die,  if 
necessary,  f«tr  the  dear  old  flag.  And 
the  comipon  slbp:ah  o|  kll  was,  "Re- 
member the  Maine." 

We  arose  during  that  memoraUe 
time  and  with  countless  thousands 
through  the  length  apd  breadth  of 
this  goodly  htiKl  stood  With  uncovered 
h^jd  >hin  ^'AneAoA**  was  pGtycA  by 
the  band. 

But  no  Star  Spangled  Banner  cov- 
ers the  pall  of  the  Maine's  dead;  nc 
plot  in  ArUngtou  Cemetery  is  set 
aside  for  the  men  who  yieliied  up 
their  lives  under  tie  ilag.  Unhcmored 
andmnsun^,  they  rest  in  (he  wreck- 
age in  Havana  harbpr,  fo^  for  tl|e. 
fi.shes  and  forgotten' 'by  a.  "grateful 
countrv."

Cencerning  its  Planting  anrf 
Cultivatioji 


Do  not  plant  a  grain  of  com  until 
the  ear  from  which  that  grain  came 
has  hcoii  tested  fqr  germination 
strength.  If  yon  buy  seed  com  buy 
only  in  the  ear.  Don't  buy  shelled 
seed  com  under  "WBif  eonsideration. 
Tested  com  assures  a  good  stand;  a 
good  stand  assures  a  good  crop.  It  Ls 
just  as  easy  to  have  a  good  stand  as 
a  bad  one.  It  is  cheaper  to  cultivate 
a  good  stand  than  it  is  to  eultivate  a 
bad  one.  Then  why  nol  have  •  food 
stand. 

A  convenient  way  to  test  com  is  as 
follows:  Make  a  box  the  size  of  the 
paper  partitions  of  an  egg  case,  but 
an  inch  deeper.  Put  in  the  pai>er  par- 
titions and  fill  the  spaces  full  of  clean 
6dnA'  If  no,  sand  is  convenient  soil 
will  answer.  Rotten  sawdust  will  do. 
J«^le  down  what  ever  yon  use  until 
well  packed  and  the  sand  or  soil  is 
even  with  the  tops  of  the  paper.  Give 
a  ^ood  watering.  Make  a  notch  in 
the  upper  left  hand  corner  of  the 
box,  so  as  tb^iauteertaio  where  work  is 
begun.  From  one  of  tpe  ears  of  com 
selected  for  seed,  take  six  grains 
from  six  different  parts  of  the  ear, 
including  the  but  and  tip.  Place 
those  six  grains  flat  on  the  sand,  »)r 
soil,  in  the  sqiuire  under  the  notch, 
and  mark  the  ear  from  which  the 
grain  came.  No.  1.  Do  the  same 
with  the  second  ear,  placmg  tiiose  six 
grains  in  the  square  under  the  first 
and  mark  that  ear  No.  2,  and  so  on 
until  the  ears  you  have  selected  for 
seed  are  represented  in  the  box.  or 
boxes  if  more  than  ojie  is  necessary. 
When  th«  box  is  full,  spread  a  piece 
of  cheese  cloth  over  the  top  of  the 
grains  and  fill  the  t^x  ^th  sand.,  It 
will  require  only  about  half  an  inch 
of  sand  or  soil. 

Set  the  box  in  a  moderately  warm 
place  out  of  a  draft  and  let  it  remain 
for  120  hourh.  Then  bring  to  the 
l^t,  lift  off  the  sand  and  cloth  to 
examine  tiie  grains.  Save  for  seed 
only  those  ears  of  which  the  six 
grains  in  the  box  have  shown  a  full 
strong  germination.  Those  ears  which 
iiave  uot  shown  a  full  germination 
should  be  throws  into  the  crib  for 
feeding  purposes.
